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PREFACE. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Carmarthen  Rural  District 

Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1959. 

Once  again  I must  point  out  that  no  progress  has  been  made 
with  regard  to  a piped  supply  of  water  for  the  area  known  as  the 
Gynin  Valley. 

During  the  long  summer  drought  the  supply  of  water  from  the 
Western  Area  Scheme  frequently  fell  short  of  the  demands  made 
upon  it,  and  I am  happy  to  report  that  an  augmentation  of  this 
Scheme  from  the  Llawddog  Scheme  has  already  been  commenced. 

During  the  year  there  was  a considerable  decrease  in  the  number 
of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  cases  notified — 11  cases  as  compared  with 
23  in  1958.  This  is  most  encouraging,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  fall  will  continue.  The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  stationed  at 
John  Street,  Carmarthen,  continued  to  do  excellent  work.  I would 
however  make  another  appeal  to  the  public  to  avail  themselves 
much  more  of  this  free  service,  as  undoubtedly  mass  radiography 
is  a big  factor  in  the  battle  against  tuberculosis. 

There  were  341  deaths  assigned  to  the  Rural  District  during  the 
year,  and  of  this  number  over  fifty  per  cent.,  i.e.  199,  were  deaths 
from  diseases  associated  with  the  heart  and  circulation — of  this 
figure  68  were  deaths  from  coronary  thrombosis,  this  being  a reduc- 
tion of  9 on  last  year.  The  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  remained 
the  same  as  for  1958,  namely  49,  and  of  this  number  31  occurred  in 
the  age  group  65  and  over.  A rather  significant  increase  however 
took  place  in  the  number  of  lung  cancer  deaths — 9 as  compared 
with  5 the  previous  year.  These  nine  deaths  were  of  males  between 
47  and  80  years  of  age. 

I wish  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the  work  carried  out  by  my 
staff,  and  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  the  whole- 
hearted manner  in  which  they  have  supported  me. 

I wish  to  thank  my  colleagues  and  their  staff  for  their  continued 
support  and  help.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  Carmarthen  Rural  District  covers  an  area  of  202,733  acres 
and  is  divided  into  29  Parishes,  viz  : — Abergwili,  Abernant,  Cynwyl 
Elfed,  Llanllawddog,  Llanpumsaint,  Llanarthney,  Llanddarog, 
Llangunnor,  Llandyfaelog,  Llangendeirne,  St.  Ishmael,  Llangain, 
Llangynog,  Llanstephan,  Newchurch,  Laugharne  Township,  Llan- 
ddowror,  Llangynin,  Llanwinio,  Meidrim,  St.  Clears,  Trelech-a’r- 
Betws,  Cilymaenllwyd,  Henllanfallteg,  Llandissilio-East,  Eglwys- 
cummin,  Llanboidy,  Pendine  and  Whitland. 

The  mid-year  home  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar- 
General  for  1959  is  : — 28,190. 

For  Registration  purposes  the  area  is  divided  into  the  following 
four  Registration  Sub-Districts  : —

The  area  is  mainly  agricultural,  the  inhabitants  being  engaged  in 
farming  and  allied  trades.  Milk  factories  are  situated  at  Whitland, 
St.  Clears  and  Pensam  (Llangunnor).  Milk  intake  and  production 
at  the  Pensam  Depot  of  the  United  Dairies  (Wholesale)  Ltd., 
remained  at  a constant  level.  At  this  Depot  there  has  been  a change 
over  from  brine  for  cooling  milk  to  a semi-automatic  chilled  water 
system  and  a new  semi-automatic  boiler  has  been  installed  which 
gives  ample  steam  capacity.  The  intake  of  milk  into  the  United 
Dairies  Factory  at  Whitland  rose  to  104,000  gallons  at  the  peak 
period,  and  fell  to  60,000  gallons  during  the  Winter  The  start-up 
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of  a Spray  Powder  Plant  at  Easter  made  provision  for  much  in- 
creased manufacture,  and  during  the  peak  months  of  May,  June  and 
July  this  was  of  the  order  of  75%  of  the  milk  received.  The 
quantity  of  milk  transported  daily  to  London  from  this  factory  was 
affected  both  by  the  season  and  increased  facilities  for  manufacture. 
During  the  peak  months  the  total  was  reduced  to  24,000  gallons 
approximately  and  rose  to  70,000  gallons  at  one  period  during  the 
autumn. 

Portions  of  the  Parishes  of  Llanarthney,  Llanddarog  and  Llan- 
gendeime  border  on  the  anthracite  coalfield,  and  naturally  the  main 
occupation  of  that  area  is  coal  mining.  In  addition,  there  are  a few 
quarries  in  the  rural  area,  particularly  along  the  limestone  ridge  in 
the  eastern  part  of  the  district.  The  Railways  throughout  the  area 
provide  employment  for  a large  number  of  persons,  particularly  in 
the  Western  Parishes  around  Whitland. 

No  particular  occupation  (coal  mining  excepted)  can  be  said  to 
have  any  prejudicial  effect  upon  the  health  of  the  people. 

The  Rateable  Value  of  the  area  is  £162,817,  the  sum  represented 
by  a Penny  Rate  £635,  and  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the 
end  of  the  year  according  to  the  Rate  Book  is  8,942.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
IN  THE  AREA. 


Laboratory  Facilities  : 

Once  again  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  proved  of 
inestimable  value  to  the  health  services  of  the  area. 

The  Laboratory  at  Penlan  Road,  Carmarthen  is  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  H.  D.  S.  Morgan,  who  has  co-operated  with  the 
Public  Health  Department  in  the  investigation  of  infectious  diseases 
and  in  the  analysis  of  various  samples  of  water  and  milk  submitted. 

Ambulance  Facilities  : 

Ambulance  facilities  including  facilities  for  the  transport  of  sitting 
car  cases  are  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council. 
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Home  Nursing  Services  : 

This  service  is  undertaken  by  : 

(a)  Eight  District  Nurses  under  arrangements  made  by  the 
County  Council  with  District  Nursing  Associations,  viz  : — Aber- 
gwili,  Cyrnvyl  Elfed,  Ferryside,  Llanboidy,  Llanegwad,  Llangunnor, 
St.  Clears  and  Whitland. 

(b)  Seven  District  Nurses  in  the  direct  employ  of  the  County 
Council  in  the  following  Districts  : — Abernant  and  Newchurch, 
Drefach,  Gorslas,  Laughame,  Meidrim  and  Trelech,  Pontyates  and 
Llanstephan. 

Infant  Welfare  Centres  : 

Ten  Infant  Welfare  Centres  are  held  in  the  area,  viz: — Carmarthen, 
Ferryside,  Gorslas  (Cross  Hands),  Laughame,  Llanstephan,  Pendine, 
Pontyates,  St.  Clears,  Trelech  and  Whitland. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics  : 

At  the  end  of  the  year  Ante-Natal  Clinics  at  Kidwelly,  Cross 
Hands  and  Pontyates  and  a Midwives  Clinic  at  Carmarthen  were 
catering  for  the  area. 

The  Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  their  Children  : 

Arrangements  are  made  for  unmarried  mothers  to  be  admitted  to 
one  of  the  following  hostels  : Northlands,  Cardiff ; Cwmdonkin 
Shelter,  Swansea  ; The  Llandaff  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Committee 
Hostel,  Penarth  ; or  the  St.  Martin’s  Home,  Hereford. 

This  is  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council. 

Hospital  Accommodation  : 

Infectious  Diseases  : 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  is  situated  at  Upper  Tumble, 
Nr.  Llanelly,  and  is  under  the  control  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

General  Hospital  Facilities  : 

Hospital  facilities  are  available  at  Priory  Street  and  at  Glangwili, 
Carmarthen,  and  both  hospitals  are  known  as  the  West  Wales 
General  Hospital.  The  hospital  provides  treatment  for  general 
medical  and  surgical  diseases  for  the  whole  of  the  West  Wales  area. 
To  replace  the  huts  used  for  accommodating  patients,  etc.,  at  Glan- 
gwili, a new  modem  hospital  is  in  process  of  being  built  and  a part 
of  this  new  hospital  was  officially  opened  during  the  year. 

Accommodation  for  the  chronic  sick  and  aged  is  still  lacking,  and 
as  commented  in  previous  reports  an  increase  in  the  availability 
of  such  beds  is  urgently  needed. 
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Venereal  Diseases  : 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  responsible  for  the  treatment  of 
Venereal  Diseases.  There  are  no  Clinics  in  the  area  of  the  Rural 
District,  the  nearest  being  at  Llanelly. 

National  Assistance  Acts,  1948  and  1951  : 

Section  47  of  the  1948  Act — Removal  to  suitable  premises  of 
persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention. 

The  living  conditions  of  several  old  people  were  investigated 
during  the  year  and  action  had  to  be  taken  for  the  compulsory 
removal  of  three  male  persons.  The  three  persons  in  question 
were  living  alone,  unable  to  look  after  themselves,  and  not  receiving 
from  other  persons  proper  care  and  attention.  One  of  them,  in 
addition  to  living  under  appalling  conditions  in  a shed,  was  also  in 
need  of  medical  care,  and,  I regret  to  say,  died  within  hours  follow- 
ing his  removal. 

A widower,  living  alone  in  a Council  house,  was  also  found  to  be 
in  need  of  care  and  attention,  but  it  was  unnecessary  to  obtain  an 
Order  for  his  removal  as  he  voluntarily  agreed  to  enter  an  Institution. 

An  elderly  spinster,  living  alone  in  an  isolated  country  cottage  was 
also  referred  to  my  department  for  possible  action  under  the  above 
Acts.  She  was  reported  to  be  unable  to  look  after  herself  and  to  be 
in  need  of  medical  treatment.  Upon  investigation  it  was  found 
that  she  would  be  better  dealt  with  by  the  County  Council  under 
the  Mental  Health  Service,  and  her  removal  to  St.  David’s  Hospital, 
Carmarthen  was  then  arranged  by  an  officer  of  that  Authority. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Housing  : 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  dwellings  which  had  been 
completed  by  the  Council  in  their  Post  W ar  Programme  reached  a 
total  of  994. 

The  Public  Health  Department  continued  to  deal  with  the  prob- 
lem of  unfit  houses  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry’s  Slum  Clearance 
directive.  Unfit  houses  when  vacated  were  represented  to  the 
Council  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  incapable  of  being 
made  fit  at  an  economic  cost,  and  the  owners  were,  or  are  to  be, 
given  the  opportunity  to  appear  before  the  Council  to  state  their 
proposals  regarding  the  houses. 

Following  upon  my  representation  that  Picton  Cottage,  Pihnawr 
Cottage,  Spring  Cottage  and  Troedybryn  in  the  village  of  Pwlltrap, 
St.  Clears  were  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  injurious  to  the 
health  of  the  inhabitants  (two  of  the  properties  being  occupied, 
namely,  Picton  Cottage  and  Spring  Cottage)  and  that  the  most 
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satisfactory  method  of  dealing  with  the  conditions  in  the  area 
would  be  the  demolition  of  the  four  properties,  the  Council  declared 
the  area  fo  be  a Clearance  Area  under  the  Housing  Act,  1957,  and 
the  seal  of  the  Council  was  affixed  to  the  declaration.

Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1958  : 

Housing  (House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959)  : 

During  the  year  18  applications  for  the  new  (1959)  Standard 
Grant,  under  which  house-owners  and  certain  lease-holders  can 
obtain,  as  a right,  half  of  the  cost  up  to  a maximum  of  £155  of 
installing  five  basic  improvements,  namely,  a bath  or  shower,  a 
wash-hand  basin,  a water  closet,  a hot  water  system,  and  a food 
store,  were  approved.  All  the  applications  were  investigated  by 
the  Council’s  Engineer  and  the  Public  Health  Inspector  concerned. 

106  applications  for  the  Discretionary  Grant  were  approved  by 
the  Council,  under  which  up  to  half  of  the  estimated  cost  of  more 
extensive  improvements  may  be  paid,  subject  to  a maximum  grant 
of  £400.  These  applications  were  in  the  first  instance  considered 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  concerned,  who  advised  the  appli- 
cant as  to  a suitable  lay-out  and  the  implications  of  the  Act.  Appli- 
cants were  subsequently  visited  by  a sub-committee  of  the  Council, 
together  with  the  Engineer  and  the  Public  Health  Inspector  con- 
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cerned  so  that  the  application  could  be  approved  in  principle,  thus 
enabling  the  applicant  to  have  plans  prepared  for  submission  with 
his  formal  application. 

The  implementation  of  Improvement  Grants  is  still  a marked 
feature  of  the  Council’s  general  housing  programme,  and  it  is  very 
pleasing  to  see  that  so  many  householders  are  taking  advantage  of 
the  availability  of  these  grants  to  improve  and  modernise  their 
properties.

Huts 
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Water  Supply  : 

Mr.  G.  G.  Thomas,  the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor  reports  as 
follows  on  the  position  at  the  end  of  the  year  1959  : — 

“ During  the  very  dry  Summer  of  1959  a shortage  of  water  was 
experienced  on  the  Western  Area  Scheme  due  to  cuts  in  the  supply 
received  from  Narberth  R.D.C.  which  serves  this  Scheme.  It  was 
found  necessary  to  ration  the  available  quantity  in  an  effort  to 
afford  some  water  to  all  parts  of  the  Scheme  in  rotation.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  Western  Area  Augmentation  Scheme  mentioned 
later  will  obviate  this  necessity  in  future  dry  spells. 

Several  extensions  to  the  Eastern  Area  Water  Scheme  were 
commenced,  and  in  many  cases,  completed  during  1959.  These 
included  the  extension  to  augment  the  water  supply  of  Ferryside 
and  Llansaint  which  was  completed  in  the  Spring.  This  scheme 
was  also  extended  to  provide  a new  supply  to  Llandyfaelog  Village 
as  well  as  many  properties  on  route  between  Meinciau  and  Llansaint, 
in  the  parishes  of  Llangendeime  and  Llandyfaelog.  Extensions  to 
Croesyceilog,  Pentrepoeth  and  Idole,  Mynyddcerrig,  Four  Roads, 
Pant-y-Pwll  (Llanddarog)  and  Capel  Dewi  were  completed  during 
the  year  thus  affording  a piped  water  supply  to  a greatly  increased 
area  of  the  Parishes  of  Llangunnor,  Llangendeime,  Llanddarog, 
Llanarthney  and  Llandyfaelog.  Work  has  also  been  practically 
completed  on  the  extension  from  Crwbin  to  Bancffosfelen.  This  will 
afford  a constant  supply  to  this  area  from  the  Eastern  Area  mains 
and  enable  the  Council  to  cease  the  purchase  of  water  from  the 
Llanelly  R.D.C.  for  Bancffosfelen. 

Work  was  commenced  in  the  Autumn  on  the  long  awaited  scheme 
to  serve  Login  Village,  Efailwen,  Portis  Bach  and  properties  on 
route  in  the  parishes  of  Llandissilio-East  and  Cilymaenllwyd.  It  is 
hoped  to  complete  this  Scheme  during  1960. 

A start  was  also  made  in  the  last  week  of  the  year  on  the  Western 
Area  Augmentation  Scheme  which  will  convey  water  from  the 
Llawddog  Scheme  near  Conwil  Station  to  Ebenezer  Reservoir  on 
the  Western  Area  Scheme. 

Several  other  Schemes  including  extensions  from  the  Western 
Area  and  Llawddog  Schemes  are  proposed  and  should  be  com- 
menced during  1960,  and  it  is  disappointing  to  note  that  it  has  not 
yet  been  possible  to  start  on  the  Gynin  Valley  Scheme. 

The  purity  of  all  supplies  has  been  satisfactorily  maintained.”

Sampling  of  Water  Supplies  : 

Samples  of  public,  private  and  farm  water  samples  were  taken 
during  the  year  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

Bacteriological  examination  of  water  is  carried  out  at  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Penlan  Road,  Carmarthen,  and  by  the  Public 
Analyst  at  Bank  Lane,  Carmarthen.  The  latter  also  carries  out 
chemical  examination  of  water. 

With  the  exception  of  one  source,  no  supply  has  a plumbo- 
solvent  action.  The  source  referred  to  is  treated  by  filtration 
through  magnesite  before  entering  the  service  mains,  and  tests  of 
the  water  in  these  mains  have  not  shown  any  plumbo-solvent 
action. 
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Domestic  Connections  to  Farm  Water  Supply  System  : 

During  the  year  under  review  a large  number  of  water  samples 
from  new  grant-aided  farm  schemes  were  taken  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors,  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  analysis. 
Where  the  results  proved  satisfactory,  certificates  of  suitability  for 
domestic  purpose  were  given.  Unsatisfactory  samples  were 
followed  up. 

Sewerage  : 

Mr.  G.  G.  Thomas,  the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  reports 
as  follows  : — 

“ During  1959  extensions  to  existing  Schemes  were  carried  out  at 
Meinciau,  Black  Lion  Road,  Gorslas,  Caegwyn  Terrace,  Drefach, 
Whitland  and  Laugharne,  thus  affording  sewerage  facilities  to  serve 
some  80  additional  properties. 

In  spite  of  strong  hopes  that  the  Schemes  to  serve  the  villages  of 
Ferryside  and  Abergwih  would  have  commenced  during  the  year 
this  has  not  in  fact  been  so.  It  is  however  now  certain  that  both 
schemes  will  be  started  early  in  1960. 

Due  to  protracted  negotiations  for  the  necessary  land  no  public 
inquiry  into  the  St.  Clears  Sewerage  Scheme  was  held  during  the 
year  but  again  this  should  materialise  during  1960. 

Preparatory  work  on  Schemes  to  cover  several  villages  in  the 
Rural  Area  is  now  being  undertaken  by  my  Department,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  progress  on  some  of  these  will  be  evident  during  1960.” 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 
Refuse  Collection  : 

The  refuse  collection  service  continued  to  be  satisfactorily  main- 
tained during  the  year,  and  every  endeavour  was  made  to  meet 
the  demands  for  the  extension  of  the  service.  The  system,  put  in 
operation  for  the  first  time  during  1958,  of  arranging  alternative 
collections  in  lieu  of  those  missed  on  Bank  Holidays  continued  to 
work  quite  well,  and  undoubtedly  is  a service  much  appreciated  by 
the  public. 

Refuse  Disposal  : 

The  sites  used  by  the  Council  for  the  disposal  of  household  refuse 
were,  as  far  as  practicable,  maintained  in  good  order.  During  the 
latter  part  of  the  year,  however,  it  was  decided  to  cease  using  one 
such  site.  The  site  in  question  was  near  a Railway  Station  and  was 
used  jointly  by  ourselves  and  Narberth  Rural  District  Council  for 
this  purpose.  This  step  was  taken  following  continuous  complaints 
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from  the  British  Railways  authorities  of  nuisance  from  smell  and 
smoke  arising  from  this  tip,  and  furthermore  that  owing  to  the 
proximity  of  the  main  line  signal  box  the  possibility  of  an  accident 
due  to  the  smoke  obscuring  the  vision  of  the  signalman  could  not  be 
ignored. 

Frequently  complaints  are  received  regarding  refuse  disposal 
sites — complaints  of  nuisance  from  smell,  smoke  and  rat  infestation. 
By  and  large  such  complaints  are  justified,  but  it  is  extremely 
difficult  to  locate  a site  which  is  far  enough  from  any  habitation  to 
obviate  any  complaints  of  nuisance  and  yet  be  convenient  enough 
to  avoid  unnecessary  haulage.  It  may  be  that  the  solution  lies  in 
the  acquiring  of  such  a site  and  using  it  as  a sole  disposal  site  for  the 
whole  of  the  rural  area.  Naturally  such  a site  would  be  managed  on 
the  controlled  tipping  system. 

I should  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  efficient  manner  in 
which  the  staff  employed  on  the  collection  and  disposal  of  household 
refuse  have  carried  out  their  duties. 


MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

No  licences  were  issued  relative  to  moveable  dwellings  during 
the  year. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

During  the  year  the  Rodent  Control  Scheme  continued  to  be 
maintained  at  a very  high  level  under  the  supervision  of  the  Rodent 
Officer  and  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

The  following  is  a brief  summary  of  the  number  of  inspections 
and  treatments  carried  out.

Following  the  annual  ten  per  cent,  baiting  of  sewers  in  May,  the 
first  maintenance  treatment  was  carried  out  during  the  months  of 
May  and  June — 140  manholes  being  test-baited.  The  second 
maintenance  treatment  was  carried  out  in  November. 

The  Council’s  sewage  disposal  works  throughout  the  area  were 
regularly  inspected  and  treated  when  necessary. 

The  sites  used  by  the  Council  for  the  disposal  of  household  refuse 
were  kept  under  constant  observation.

Numerous  complaints  concerning  wasps,  flies,  bats,  etc.,  were 
also  dealt  with  by  the  rodent  control  staff  in  addition  to  their 
normal  work. 

These  services  are  very  much  appreciated  by  the  public,  and  I 
should  like  to  thank  the  staff  for  carrying  out  their  duties  so 
efficiently. 

SCHOOLS 

The  Local  Education  Authority  is  the  County  Council.  There 
are  51  Primary  Schools  and  2 Secondary  Schools  within  the  Rural 
area. 

No  schools  within  the  area  of  the  Rural  District  were  closed  on 
account  of  infectious  diseases  during  1959. 


PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES 

It  is  very  pleasing  to  report  that  very  few  cases  of  infectious 
diseases  were  notified  in  the  rural  area  during  the  year  now  under 
review. 

Food  Poisoning  : 

Once  again  no  case  of  food  poisoning  occurred,  and  I would  appeal 
to  all  food  handlers  to  maintain  the  highest  possible  standard  of 
food  hygiene  so  as  to  greatly  minimise  the  risk  of  any  possible  out- 
breaks occuring  in  the  future. 

Diphtheria  : 

The  non-occurrence  of  diphtheria  in  the  rural  area  for  the  last 
thirteen  years  (the  last  case  was  in  1946)  has  undoubtedly  been  due 
to  the  immunisation  which  has  been  carried  out  during  the  years. 
Freedom  from  this  disease  will  only  continue  as  long  as  the  im- 
munity of  the  child  population  is  kept  at  an  optimum,  and  I would 
therefore  stress  upon  parents  the  need  for  the  continued  immunisa- 
tion of  all  children. 

Poliomyelitis  : 

For  the  second  successive  year  no  case  of  poliomyelitis  occurred 
in  the  rural  area.  I should  like  to  emphasise  the  value  of  vaccina- 
tion against  this  disease,  and  would  advise  all  those  eligible  to  have 
this  protection. 

The  scheme  is  administered  in  this  area  by  the  County  Council, 
and  the  following  statistics  have  been  received  from  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  relative  to  the  County  as  a whole  : —

As  pointed  out  in  previous  Reports,  although  it  is  not  claimed 
that  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  will  guarantee  complete 
immunity,  it  is  quite  certain  that  a high  percentage  of  those  vac- 
cinated will  develop  complete  immunity,  and  in  the  rare  event  of  a 
vaccinated  person  contracting  the  disease,  the  illness  will  be  a mild 
one,  with  little  if  any  paralysis.

Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  in  respect  of  the  two  samples  of 
Channel  Islands  Milk  certified  to  contain  4J%  and  9J%  added 
water  respectively.  Fines  and  costs  totalling  /7/16/0d.  were  im- 
posed on  the  milk  producer  concerned. 

The  fat  deficiencies  were  small  and  the  only  action  considered 
necessary  was  to  notify  the  suppliers  of  the  results  and  to  instruct 
them  to  make  every  effort  to  improve  the  quality  of  the  milk. 

The  two  bottles  of  milk,  each  with  a metal-foil  cap  immersed  in 
the  milk,  were  delivered  to  schools.  The  caps  had  not  affected  the 
milk  and  remained  in  the  bottles  when  the  milk  was  poured  out. 
Having  regard  to  all  the  circumstances  it  was  considered  that  legal 
proceedings  would  probably  not  succeed  and  it  was  decided  to 
issue  a warning  to  the  wholesale  dairyman  concerned.

The  samples  comprised  the  following  : — Eight  of  Butter  ; Six  of 
Soft  Cheese  ; Five  of  Ice-Cream  ; Two  each  of  Creamed  Rice  Milk 
Pudding  ; Evaporated  Milk  and  Honey  ; One  each  of  Butter  Mints  ; 
Margarine  ; Malt  Vinegar  ; Jam  ; Marmalade  ; Sterilised  Cream  ; 
Non-brewed  Condiment ; Cut  Lump  Salt ; Pepper  and  Aspirin 
Tablets. 

The  two  unsatisfactory  samples  were  samples  of  Creamed  Rice 
Milk  Pudding  which  were  reported  by  the  Public  Analyst  to  have 
been  made  with  milk  which  was  slightly  deficient  in  fat.  The 
manufacturers  concerned  were  warned. 

Jam  Sandwiches  which  had  become  mouldy  : 

Two  sandwiches  brought  to  the  department  by  two  separate 
householders  on  the  day  after  they  were  purchased  were  found  to 
have  a growth  of  mould  around  the  jam  and  cream  filling.  The 
cardboard  containers  were  marked  “ For  immediate  use  ” but  from 
investigations  made  it  was  found  that  the  sandwiches  had  been 
supplied  by  the  manufacturers  to  the  retailer  two  or  three  weeks 
previously.  Legal  action  was  taken  against  the  retailer  and  a fine 
of  £l.  Os.  Od.  was  imposed  and  witness  costs  of  5/-  allowed. 

ALCOHOLIC  SPIRITS  : 

Nineteen  samples  of  alcoholic  spirits  were  tested  by  the  sampling 
officers  on  licensed  premises  and  all  of  them  were  found  to  be 
genuine. 
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PASTEURISED  AND  STERILISED  MILK  REGULATIONS  : 

Thirteen  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  taken  from  the 
creamery  in  the  area  in  respect  of  which  a licence  was  granted  by 
the  County  Council  authorising  the  use  of  the  designation 
“ Pasteurised  ” in  relation  to  milk  heat-treated  on  the  premises. 
Conditions  at  the  creamery  were  found  to  be  good  and  the  reports 
received  from  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  showed  that  all  the 
samples  satisfied  the  prescribed  tests. 

Milk  Samples  sent  for  Biological  examination  : 

Six  samples  were  taken  from  producers  supplying  milk  to  schools 
and  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  biological 
examination.  All  the  samples  were  reported  to  be  free  from 
tuberculosis  and  Brucella  abortus  but  in  one  of  the  samples, 
Rickettsia  burnetti  were  isolated  which,  it  is  understood,  have  been 
known  to  cause,  among  other  things,  pneumonia.  The  reports  on 
all  these  samples  were  sent  on  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.

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The  twenty-four  cases  (40  lbs.  each)  of  apples,  referred  to  above, 
which  had  been  delivered  to  one  wholesaler  in  the  rural  area,  were 
condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  following  the  receipt 
of  a notification  that  a consignment  of  apples  imported  into  this 
Country  had  been  contaminated  with  a poisonous  spray  containing 
arsenic  and  lead.  These  apples  were  a part  of  this  consignment. 
The  apples,  together  with  ones  similarly  affected,  and  which  had 
been  delivered  to  other  local  authority  areas,  were  returned  for 
treatment  to  the  Country  of  origin. 

Condemned  foodstuffs  are  destroyed,  either  by  burial  on  the 
Council’s  Refuse  Tips,  or  by  incineration,  as  appropriate. 

Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations,  1959  : 

The  number  of  ice-cream  manufacturers  in  the  area  is  two,  and 
one  of  these  manufactures  ice-cream  by  the  “ Complete  Cold  Mix  ” 
method.  There  are  seventy-eight  ice-cream  retailers  most  of  these 
selling  pre-packed  ice-cream  supplied  by  nationally  known  manu- 
facturers. 

The  premises  of  both  manufacturers  and  retailers  are  regularly 
visited  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  to  ensure  that  the  handlers 
of  this  product  maintain  a high  standard  of  personal  hygiene  and 
that  all  utensils  used  whilst  preparing  or  selling  their  product  are 
kept  in  a most  clean  condition. 

The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955-1956  : 

During  the  year  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  made  numerous 
visits  to  food  premises  in  the  area.  Every  effort  is  being  made  to 
raise  the  standard  of  hygiene  in  the  handling,  transport  and  ex- 
posure for  sale  of  food,  and  in  some  cases  owner /occupiers  were 
requested  to  carry  out  certain  improvements.

MEAT  INSPECTION 

There  are  nineteen  privately-owned  slaughterhouses  licensed  for 
the  slaughter  of  meat  for  human  consumption,  in  the  Rural  District. 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  regularly  examine  meat  at  these 
Slaughterhouses,  and  also  during  the  absence  of  the  Borough  Public 
Health  Inspector  they  carry  out  meat  inspection  at  the  Borough 
Slaughterhouse. 

New  standards  for  Slaughterhouses  are  now  contained  in  the 
Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulations,  1958,  and  the  Slaughter  of 
Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations,  1958,  and  the  Council 
will  be  obligated  to  see  that  they  are  implemented  in  the  future. 

Preliminary  discussions  have  been  held  with  individual  butchers 
and  a survey  of  the  slaughterhouses  in  the  area  has  been  made  with 
the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food. 

Under  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958,  a report  on  slaughterhouse 
facilities  must  be  submitted  to  the  Minister  by  not  later  than 
November,  1960.
